(a) It is unlawful for a child sex offender to know ngly

be present at or reside in a residence where one or nore

persons under the age of 18 al so reside, unless the offender

is a parent or guardian of a person under the age of 18 who

resides in that residence.

(b) Definitions. In this Section:

(1) "Child sex offender" neans any person who:

(i) has been <charged under Illinois |aw, or

any substantially sinilar federal law or |aw of

another state, wth a sex offense set forth in

par agraph (2) of this subsection (b) or the attenpt

to commit an included sex offense, and:
